of America occurred a decade be­ 
fore Negroes from Africa 
were 
landed at Jam estown. The Eng­ 
lish participant was Captain John 
Sm ith, who may thus be accredit­ 
ed with initiating the traffic here, 
and the slave was a white boy. 
We are likely to think of Cap­ 
tain Smith as a romantic figure, 
because of the glamorous story of 
his rescue from death by the In­ 
dian Princess Matoaka, or Poca­ 
hontas. All the world may love 
a lover, but Smith and the girl 
were not lovers. She was much 
younger than he and in rescuing 
him was very likely actuated by 
her general friendliness 
toward 
the English colonists. 
Although 
clever 
and 
brave, 
Smith was after all a soldier of 
fortune in a day when m ilitaiy 
adventurers still roamed Europe, 
sophisticated and ruthless, ready 
to take orders from the highest 
bidder. Hence, it was not out of 
character that 
he should 
have 
been the first European to sell a 
slave on our soil. 
The story of the first slave trade 
by a British colonist was 
found 
among old documents by writers 
who are preparing articles for the 
American 
Guide, 
the 
Govern­ 
m ent’s 
forth-com ing 
5-volum e 
travel handbook. 
Jam estown 
was 
founded 
in 
1607. One of the 
early 
supply 
ships sent to 
the 
colony 
from 
England carried 
a 
lad 
named 
Henry Spelman. He was as ad­ 
venturous as Smith whom he pro­ 
bably looked upon as his model. 
Perhaps it was with the desire of 
keeping close to this leader that 
he joined the party which Smith 
took with him on an expedition 
to the falls of the James river in 
1609. 


A t the falis, Smith found an 
Indian village goverened by Taux 
(L ittle) Powhatan, 
son 
of 
the 
Emperor Powhatan and 
brother 
of Pocahontas. He thought that 
the site would be excellent for a 
white settlem ent and asked 
the 
chief to sell it to him. For the 
purpose of barter, 
Smith 
had 
brought with him a supply 
of 
beads and other inexpensive trin­ 
kets which the Indians 
usually 
were glad to get. Taux Powhatan, 
however, refused to sell his v il­ 
lage site for such knick-knacks. 
Pressed to say what he would ac­ 
cept, he demanded the boy, Henry 
The thought of selling into sla­ 
very to uncivilized Indians a fal- 
lew English citizen, and a mother­ 
less boy under his care at that, 
might have been expected to fill 
Smith with repugnance. Quite the 
contrary. He accepted the chief’s 
proposition with alacrity and de­ 
livered young 
Spelman 
to 
his 
owner. 
In a way, the Indian paid the 
boy a tribute by purchasing him, 
but Henry did not appreciate the 
com plim ent. Soon after Smith and 
his party left, the youngster es­ 
caped from the village and a week 
later climbed aboard the expedi- 1 
tion’s ship probably anchored in j 
the Jam es river. 
Taux Powhatan com plained to 
his father and an Indian runner 
was dispatched to Jam estown to 
demand the 
boy’s 
return. 
The 
colonists were 
forced to consent 
or face disagreeable consequences. 
Henry remained with Powhatan 
for six months. A t the emperor’s 
court, he met the vassal king of 
the Potomac, who took 
a 
great 
fancy to him and, in this instance, 
the boy returned the liking. When 
the king started back to Pas-ptan- 
zie, his town on Potomac Creek 
shortly below 
Quantico, 
Henry 1 


contrived to 
leave 
with 
him. 
Powhatan sent a force to capture 
or kill the run-a-w ay, but they 
could not catch him. 
Several years later, Captain Ar­ 
gali found Spelman at Pas-ptan- 
zie and bought him from the king 
for a quantity of copper. At the 
tim e of A rgalis’ visit, Pocahontas 
was also stopping with the king 
of the Potomac. Emperor Powha­ 
tan was expecting hostilities with 
the English and had sent her to 
stay w here he thought she would 
be safe. Dreaming of winning 
a 
big ransom of corn, Captain Ar­ 
gali enticed the princess aboard 
his ship, “Treasurer”, and 
car­ 
ried her off to Jamestown. 
Powhatan refused to pay for her 
release, so she remained among 
the settlers. She seemed not to 
have found her captivity altoge­ 
ther unpleasant, for it 
brought 
her in close contact with 
John 
Rolfe. They fell in love, as every­ 
one knows, and were married in 
April 1613. 
Captain Smith, his 
hero 
and 
nem esis, had gone back to Eng­ 
land and Henry Spelman attend­ 
ed the wedding, free at last.

agent of Scott county. W hen feed j 
prices 
are 
com paratively 
high 
th ere is a strong tem ptation for 
one to discontinue 
feeding 
the 
hens a laying m ash. 
W hile 
the 
farm price of eggs w as 4 cents per 
dozen less in Jan u ary 1936 than 
a y ear ago, feed was approxim ate­ 
ly tw o -th ird s as high so that the 
purchasing pow er of eggs was 23.7 
percent higher than a year ago. 
Econom ical egg production neces­ 
sitates liberal feeding of a com ­ 
plete ration. 
A bout five-eights of the hen’s 
feed is used to m aintain her body. 
U nless m ore than a m aintenance 
ration is supplied a hen can h a rd ­ 
ly be expected to lay. The M is­ 
souri College of A griculture 
ex ­ 
perim ents show that a hen in one 
year, fed 55 pounds of grain and 
18 pounds of m ash containing on­ 
ly bran, shorts, and 
corn-m eal, 
laid 61 eggs. The sam e ration to 
w hich 6 pounds of 
m eat-scraps 
wa* added gave a production of 
119 eggs. 
If a good laying m ash 
is 
not 
already being fed and one w ants 
to use hom e grown grains,

W hen one grain has been fed 
as the only grain, a change to a

A ny 
change 
m ade in th e poultry ration should 
be gradual and not all at once. 
P lenty of w ater is essential for 
th e best egg production from the 
flock. Close to 55 per cent of the 
total w eight of a hen and 65 per 
cent of an egg are com posed of 
w ater.

THE LAWLESS DAYS OF 
THE MISSISSIPPI VALLEY

As the moth is led to its doom 
by the glare of the candle and 
the adventurous fly becomes 
a 
banquet for the designing spider 
—the ear’y pioneer—attracted by 
the supernatural beauty 
of 
the 
fertile Mississippi Valley, m arch­ 
ed forth to his doom as an easy 
prey for the human vultures that 
infested borderland of the Span­ 
ish domain. 
Thousands of emigrants 
from 
the North and East braved 
the 
dangers of the dark and 
silent 
wilderness to be slaughtered by 
the roving bands of 
homicidal 
maniacs, or land and river pirates 
that prowled through the valley 
from Cave-in-Rock to New 
Or­ 
leans. 
The 
Harpe 
Brothers, 
“Big 
Harpe”-—Micajah, 
and 
“Little 
H arpe”—Wyley, two cross-breed 
outcasts 
from 
North 
Carolina, 
were the first to enter the field 
of wholesale murder in the val­ 
ley. For years they lived with an 
outlaw band of Indians, evidently 
the Nascoux, of which Te wan aye, 
the Indian that was executed in 
New Madrid in 1803 for the nuir- 
der of David Trotter, was a m em ­ 
ber. 
After leaving the Indians, they 
settled on Beaver Creek, a few 
miles west of Knoxville, Tennes­ 
see, where they were accused of 
stealing horses and were forced 
to leave the country. 
Day after 
day, 
tney 
prowled 
through the 
wilderness, 
killing 
all with whom they came in con­ 
tact. Scarcely a day passed that 
they did not kill from one to five 
people. They m urdered men, wo­ 
men, and children, friend and foe, 
for no known reason other than 
to satisfy their fiendish craving 
for blood. 
On one occasion, they split the 
head of a tw elve-year-old boy, 
slashed his throat, and mutilated 
his body almost beyond recogni­ 
tion for a small sack of flour and 
a few dried beans. 
Men’s heads were crushed and 
their brains smeared on trees to 
make it appear that horses had 
run away and dashed the riders’ 
brains out against the body of the 
tree. 
They 
were 
cruel, 
heartless 
brutes that reveled in seeing the 
members of their own race suf­ 
fer. They played with their vci- 
tims as the cat plays with the 
mouse: Tortured them for hours

wilderness.

"Big H arpe" often boasted, “I 
I was forged by the All Wise as a 
scourge to hum anity.” 
On the night of July 20, 179.9, 
the Harpes called at the hom e of 
Moses Stiegal, an old friend liv- 
j ing in the neighborhood of Red 
Bank, to spend the night. Stiega] 
was away from home and would 
not return until late. T he H arpes 
wore sent up in the loft to sleep 
with a M ajor William 
Love, 
a 
surveyor, who was spending the 
n ’^ht at tiii' Stiegal home. Love 
snored in 
his sleep, 
and 
* Big 
H arpe” split his 
head 
with 
a 
tomahawk. When Stiegal re tu rn ­ 
ed found his hom e in flames, and 
his wife and baby m urdered. 
Two other bodies found in the 
wilderness the next m orning af­ 
forded the 
new ly-form ed 
posse 
a clue as to 
the 
direction 
the 
Harpes w ere traveling. They w ere 
soon overtaken and “Big H arpe” 
was shot from his horse, mortally 
wounded. Stiegal had sent a rifle 
bullet square through his spine. 
Harpe. slow in 
dying, 
talked 
freely of his m urders, stating that 
the only m urder he ever regretted 
was, when in a fit of anger, 
he 
dashed his own babies’ brains out 
against a tree. 
Stiegal could wait no 
longer. 
He seized the dying m an by the 
hair of the head, and with H arpe’s 
own butcher knife, slowly rem ov­ 
ed his head from his body. As he 
drew the knife slowly across the 
back of the neck, Harpe, with the 
glare of a beast at 
bay, 
looked 
Stiegal full in the face, re m a rk ­ 
ing, “you are a G — dam ned rough 
butcher, but cut on and be d am n­ 
ed.” 
Stitgal passed the knife around 
the short thick neck of the out­ 
law, cutting to the bone, and then 
wrung the head off, as a butcher 
would wring the neck of a hog. 
The head of “Big H arpe” was 
nailed in the fork of a tree at 
Robertson’s Lick, near Red Bank, 
where it remained for years. 
“Little H arpe” escaped, and no 
more was heard of him until Oc­ 
tober, 1803. w hen he appeared in 
Natchez with the 
head 
of 
his 
new m aster—Sam uel 
Mason—to 
claim the rew ard that had been 
offered for Mason’s capture. 
The great 
m anhunt 
for 
the 
Harpes through the territory of 
Natchez and Knoxville had driv­ 
en the outlaws north and 
west. 
The country from Cave-In-Rock 
to New Madrid had become a nest 
of piracy. Red Bank was becom ­ 
ing the headquarters for the val­ 
ley outlaws. 
Samuel Mason, a duly commis­ 
sioned Justice of the Peace and 
a highly respected citizen of Red 
Bank, had suddenly turned ban­ 
dit. His daughter had eloped with 
an underw orld character by the 
nam e of Kuykendall, a bad m an 
that had had his ears clipped m 
the East and carried “devil claws” 
in his pockets, with 
which 
he 
stripped the 
flesh 
from 
m en’s 
faces. 
Mason was furious, 
however, 
and with a forced smile that con­ 
cealed his evil intentions, he in­ 
duced the pair to return to his 
home. A party was given in hon­ 
or of the newly-weds, 
and 
all 
Red Bank joined in the celebra­ 
tion. As the party was drawing 
to a close, Kuykendall was shot 
frotn ambush. Mason and his son 
had disappeared. 
Captain 
John 
Dunn, the only peace officer in 
that section of the country, fol­ 
lowed and was killed 
and 
his 
body left to decay along the road­ 
side. 
For five years, from 1798 
to 
1803, Mason and his men terror­ 
ized the country from Natchez to 
Cave-in-Rock with some of 
the 
most daring robberies that had 
ever been attem pted in the valley. 
Kiel boats loaded with m erchan­ 


dise for New Orleans w ere hail- 
( d to shore by the Masons, 
the 
crew m urdered, the m erchandise 
carried ashore, and the boat sunk. 
They specialized in robbing 
the 
b 
;s along the river, however, 
they kept an eye on Natchez 
Trace, and traders returning from 
New Orleans, th a t had 
escaped 
the in on the 
trip 
down, 
w ere 
m urdered and their m oney and 
p: tpertv taken. 
Samuel Mason, a form er m em ­ 
ber of 
George 
C lark’s 
“Long 
K nives”, with an excellent rec­ 
ord as a soldier in the 
R evolu­ 
tionary War, had been transform - 
i almost overnight from an h o n ­ 
est, u p r i g h t , honorable citizen in­ 
to a heartless homicidal maniac 
that m urdered helpless men, w o­ 
men and children at the slightest 
provocation. 
A f t e r three years of slaughter 
along the shores of the Missis­ 
s ip p i. he still yearned for th e re ­ 
s p e c t a b l e life. He 
lived in 
the 
hope that he could some day re- 
turn to civilization and take his 
place among men and live as he 
had in toe first fifty-four years 
of hi.- life. 
In the fall of 1801, Mason rode 
down to Natchez, w here he and 
his son, John, posed as 
retired 
planters. Free spenders and “high 
livers,” they m ade m any friends 
in Natchez. However, their days 
were num bered, 
and 
this 
trip 
proved the beginning of the end 
for the Masons. 
While strolling down th e street 
one day, he was recognized as the 
man who had 
robbed 
Colonel 
Joshua Baker of all his 
horses 
and $2300 in money. Mason and 
his son were tried and Natchez 
and found guilty of 
the 
B aker 
robbery. They w ere led out of the 
old log jail of Natchez and given 
thirty-nine lashes each and 
o r­ 
dered to leave town. 
The humiliation of the public 
thrashing was more than the old 
m an could stand. He retu rn ed to 
the old life of m u rd er an d rob- 
berv. and the trail of blood left 
by the infuriated 
Mason 
from 
Natchez to Little P ra irie will for­ 
ever remain as a blot upon the 
civilization of the early days of 
the Mississippi Valley. 
Six months later, on Ja n u a ry 
11, 1803, Mason and his m en w ere 
arrested in Little Prairie, 
near 
the present site of Caruthersville, 
and after a trial lasting for 
fif­ 
teen days, they w ere ordered to 
New Orleans in Irons, to be tried 
by the Governor General. 
After a voyage.a& Qjvo weeks, 
Don Robert MoCoyr Cftfilain of the 
militia of New M adrid arrived in 
New Orleans with “Little H arpe”, 
the four Masons, John 
M ason’s 
wife and three children. 
The high court 
ordered 
the 
prisoners returned to Natchez to 
be tried by the courts of th e Mis­ 
sissippi T erritory 
On the return trip, while their 
boat was tied to the river bank 
and most of the crew on shore, 
Mason and his men 
seized 
the 
boat, shot and wounded Captain 
McCoy, and m ade their escape. 
Six m onths after their escape, 
“Little H arpe” and a man by the 
nam e of Mays returned to Natch­ 
ez with M ason’s head rolled in a 
ball of clay, to claim the reward 
that had been offered 
for 
the 
capture of Mason. 
“Little H arpe” was recognized, 
and Mays as the man that was 
with Mason at the time K uyken­ 
dall was killed. 
After 
a 
short 
trial, they w ere led to the gal­ 
lows field and hanged. 
H arpe’s 
head was placed on a pole at one 
end of tow n and that of Mays at 
the other as a w arning to outlaws 
that they w ere not wanted in and 
around Natchez. 
T he country west of the Mis- 
.-issippi river soon passed into the 
hands of the United States, and 
outlaw ry ceased to be a profes­ 
sion 
in the Mississippi Valley.

His father and grandfather were 
Scott and Mississippi 
countians, 
but he was born at Ste. G enevieve 
on March 11, 1863. He attended in 
succession the academ y at C ale­ 
donia. F ranklin high school in St. 
Louis, the University of Missouri 
at 
Columbia, 
and 
W ashington 
University in St. Louis. 
He was graduated in m edicine 
at Washington in March, 1888, and 
went soon afterw ard to F arm in g ­ 
ton. A fter a year he moved to 
Thcbees, 111., w here he rem ain ed 
six years. He had been practicing 
in Com merce forty-one years, and 
for thirty years he served as a 
physician for the Frisco railroad. 
Dr. Blackledge is survived by 
his wife, Mrs. M ary Blackledge, 
a daughter, Mrs. G race W illiam s 
of St. Louis; a son, H ugh B lack- 
ledgc. postm aster at 
C om m erce; 
and three grand children of St. 
Louis.

The rattle of m usketry and roar 
of artillery are only faded m em­ 
ories in the minds of a few re­ 
m aining Confedex-ate soldiers as 
Arkansas looks back w ith pride 
today on its contributions to the 
Union from which it once seceded. 
But the story of David O. Dodd’s 
unalterable faith in his w ar-torn 
state will ever remain fresh and 
vivid before young generations as 
the years pass. It is the story of 
a serious-m inded youth who held 
steadfast w ith unflinching cour­

Of the millions of income-tax 
returns that are filed annually, 
the vast majority are from salari­ 
ed 
persons 
and 
wage 
earners 
whole 
income is 
derived 
from 
personal services. 
In general, 
compensation 
for 
personal services should be

ported for taxation purposes in 
the year it is received or unquali­ 
fiedly made subject to 
demand.

a lover, but Sm ith and the girl 
were not lovers. She was much 
younger than he and in rescuing 
him was very likely actuated by 
her general friendliness 
toward 
the English colonists. 
Although 
clever 
and 
brave, 
S m ith was after all a soldier if 
fortune in a day w hen m ilitaiy 
adventurers still roam ed Europe, 
sophisticated and ruthless, ready 
to take orders from the highest 
bidder. Hence, it was not out of 
character that 
he should 
have 
been the first European to sell a 
slave on our soil. 
The story of the first slave trade 
by a British colonist was 
found 
among old docum ents by w riters 
w ho are preparing articles for the 
A m erican 
Guide, 
the 
G overn­ 
m en t’s 
forth-com ing 
5-volum e 
travel handbook. 
Jam estow n 
was 
founded 
in 
1607. One of the 
early 
supply 
ships sent to 
the 
colony 
from 
England carried 
a 
lad 
nam ed 
H enry Spelman. He was as ad­ 
venturous as Smith whom he p ro ­ 
bably looked upon as his model. 
P erh ap s it was with the desire of 
keeping close to this leader that 
he joined the party which Sm ith 
took with him on an expedition 
to the falls of the Jam es river in 
1609. 


Phillippe Pettigrew of Montreal, 
Canada swallowed a little 
lead 
whistle when he was 4 years old. 
Last w eek at the age of 57, doctors 
found the whistle with a brono- 
scope when they w ere exploring 
his right lung to‘ find the cause of 
an irritation. 


At the falls, Sm ith found an 
Indian village goverened by T aux 
(Little) Pow hatan, 
son 
of 
the 
Em peror Pow hatan and 
brother 
of Pocahontas. He thought that 
the site would be excellent for a 
white settlem ent and asked 
the 
chief to sell it to him. For the 
purpose of barter, 
Sm ith 
had 
brought with him a supply 
of 
beads and other inexpensive trin ­ 
kets which the Indians 
usually 
were glad to get. T aux Pow hatan, 
however, refused to sell his vil­ 
lage site for such knick-knacks. 
Pressed to say what he would a c ­ 
cept, he dem anded the boy, Henry 
The thought of selling into sla­ 
very to uncivilized Indians a ful- 
lew English citizen, and a m other­ 
less boy under his care at that, 
might have been expected to fill 
Sm ith with repugnance. Quite the 
contrary. He accepted the chief's 
proposition with alacrity and de­ 
livered young 
Spelm an 
to 
his 
owner. 
In a way, the Indian paid the 
boy a tribute by purchasing him, 
but H enry did not appreciate the 
compliment. Soon after Sm ith and 
his party left, the youngster es­ 
caped from the village and a week 
later climbed aboard the expedi­ 
tion’s ship probably anchored in 
the Jam es river. 
T aux Pow hatan com plained to 
his father and an Indian ru n n er 
was dispatched to Jam estow n to 
dem and the 
boy’s 
return. 
The 
colonists w ere 
forced to consent 
or face disagreeable consequences. 
H enry rem ained with Pow hatan 
for six months. At the em peror’s 
court, he met the vassal king of 
the Potomac, who took 
a 
great 
fancy to him and. in this instance, 
the boy returned the liking. When 
the king started back to P as-ptan- 
zie, his town on Potom ac Creek 
shortly below 
Quantico, 
Henry 


contrived to 
leave 
with 
him. 
Pow hatan sent a force to capture 
or kill the run-a-w ay, but they 
could not catch him. 
Several years later, Captain A r­ 
gali found Spelm an at P as-ptan- 
zle and bought him from the king 
for a quantity of copper. At the 
tim e of Argalis' visit. Pocahontas 
was also stopping with the king 
of the Potomac. Em peror P ow ha­ 
tan was expecting hostilities with 
the English and had sent h er to 
stay w here he thought she w oulJ 
be safe. Dream ing of winning 
a 
big ransom of corn, Captain A r­ 
gali enticed the princess aboard 
his ship, “T reasurer”, and 
car­ 
ried her off to Jam estown. 
Powhatan refused to pay for her 
release, so she rem ained among 
the settlers. She seemed not to 
have found her captivity altoge­ 
ther unpleasant, for it 
brought 
her in close contact with 
Jo h n 
Rolfe. They fell in love, as every­ 
one knows, and were m arried in 
April 1613. 
Captain Smith, his 
hero 
and 
nemesis, had gone back to Eng­ 
land and H enry Spelman attend­ 
ed the wedding, free at last.

A full egg basket depends large­ 
ly upon proper feeding, says Jno. 
Rogers, 
assistant 
extension 
agent of Scott county. When feed 
prices 
are 
comparatively 
high 
there is a strong temptation for 
one to discontinue 
feeding 
the 
hens a laying mash. 
While 
the 
farm price of eggs was 4 cents per 
dozen less in January 1936 than 
a year ago, feed was approximate­ 
ly two-thirds as high so that the 
purchasing power of eggs was 23.7 
percent higher than a year ago. 
Economical egg production neces­ 
sitates liberal feeding of a com­ 
plete ration. 
About five-eights of the hen’s 
feed is used to maintain her body. 
Unless more than a maintenance 
ration is supplied a hen can hard­ 
ly be expected to lay. The Mis­ 
souri College of Agriculture 
ex­ 
periments show that a hen in one 
year, fed 55 pounds of grain and 
18 pounds of mash containing on-I 
ly bran, shorts, and 
corn-meal, 
laid 61 eggs. The same ration to) 
which 6 pounds of 
meat-scraps j 
was added gave a production of j 
119 eggs. 
If a good laying mash 
is 
not j 
already being fed and one wants ■ 
to use home grown grains,

When one grain has been fed 
as the only grain, a change to a 
new grain is likely to be too ex­ 
treme and may temporarily throw 
the flock off feed. Any 
change 
made in the poultry ration should 
be gradual and not all at once. 
Plenty of water is essential for 
the best egg production from the 
flock. Close to 55 per cent of the 
total weight of a hen and 65 per 
cent of an egg are composed of 
water. During the winter season 
it is advisable to take the chill 
off water before giving it to the 
birds. 
The completeness of the ration 
influences the hatching quality of 
the eggs. Some form of milk in 
the ration will increase the hatch­ 
ability of the eggs as shown by 
results at the

THE LAWLESS DAYS OF

—the carty pioneer—attracted by

ed forth to his doom as an easy 
prey for the human vultures th a t, 
infested borderland of the Span­ 
ish domain.

Thousands of emigrants 
from ( 
the North and East braved 
the ! 
dangers of the dark and 
silent1 
wilderness to be slaughtered by 
the roving bands of 
homicidal 
maniacs, or land and river pirates 
that prowled through the valley 
from Cave-m-Rock to New 
Or­ 
leans 
The 
Harpe 
Brothers, 
“Big 
Harpe”—-Micajah, 
and 
“Little 
Harpe'*—Wyley, two cross-breed 
outcasts 
from 
North 
Carolina, 
were the first to enter the field 
of wholesale murder in the val­ 
ley. For years they lived with an 
outlaw band of Indians, evidently 
the Nascoux, of which Tewanaye, 
the Indian that was executed in 
New Madrid in 1803 for the mur­ 
der of David Trotter, was a mem­ 
ber. 
After leaving the Indians, they 
settled on Beaver Creek, a few 
miles west of Knoxville, Tennes­ 
see. where they wore accused of 
atealing horses and were forced 
to leave the country. 
Day after 
day, 
tocy 
prowled 
through the 
wilderness, 
killing 
all with whom they came in con­ 
tact. Scarcely a day passed that 
they did not kill from one to five 
people. They murdered men, wo­ 
men. and children, friend and foe, 
for no known reason other than 
to satisfy their fiendish craving 
for blood. 
On one occasion, they split the 
head of a twelve-year-old boy. 
slashed his throat, and mutilated 
his body almost beyond recogni­ 
tion for a small sack of flour and 
a few dried beans. 
Men's heads were crushed and 
their brains smeared on trees to 
make it appear that horses had 
run away and dashed the riders’ 
brains out against the body of the 
tree. 
They 
were 
cruel, 
heartless 
brutes that reveled in seeing the 
members of their own race suf­ 
fer. They played with their vcl 
tims as the cat plays with the 
mouse: Tortured them for hours 
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before tearing them limb 
from 
limb: Tearing at their bodies with 
bare hands and knives, until the 
p >or unfortunates died from sheer 
pain and exhaustion, after which 
they would slash the 
body 
*o 
;»iee"« with their knives, crush the 
head with a tomahawk, and leave 
the mangled form to decay in the 
wilderness, 
‘Big Harpe” often boasted, “I 
was forged by the All Wise as a 
scourge to humanity.” 
On the night of July 20, 1799, 
the Harpes called at the home at 
Mose« St legal, an old friend liv­ 
ing in the neighborhood of Red 
B mk. to spend the night. Stiegal 
was away from home and w'ould 
not return until late. The Harpes 
were sent up in the loft to slc.'p 
with a Major William 
Love, 
a 
surveyor, w’ho was spending the 
n iiht at the Stiegal home. Love 
snored in 
his sleep, 
and 
‘ Big 
Harpe” split his 
head 
with 
a 
tomahawk. When Stiegal return­ 
ed found his home in flames, and 
his wife and baby murdered. 
Two other bodies found in the 
wilderness the next morning af­ 
forded the 
newly-formed 
posse 
a clue as to 
the 
direction 
the 
Harpes were traveling. They were 
soon overtaken and "Big Harpe” 
was shot from his horse, mortally 
wounded. Stiegal had sent a rifle 
bullet square through his spine. 
Harpe, slow in 
dying, 
talked 
freely of his murders, stating that 
the only murder he ever regretted 
was, when in a fit of anger, 
he 
dashed his own babies’ brains out 
against a tree. 
Stiegal could wait no 
longer. 
He seized the dying man by the 
hair of the head, and with Harpe’s 
jwn butcher knife, slowly remov­ 
ed his head from his body. As he 
drew the knife slowly across the 
back of the neck, Harpe, with the 
glare of a beast at 
bay, 
looked 
Sticga! full in the face, rem ark­ 
ing, "you are a G — damned rough 
butcher, but cut on and be damn­ 
ed.” 
Stitgal passed the knife around 
the short thick neck of the out­ 
law', cutting to the bone, and then 
wrung the head off, as a butcher 
would wring the neck of a hog. 
The head of “Big Harpe” was 
nailed in the fork of a tree at 
Robertson’s Lick, near Red Bank, 
where it remained for years. 
“Little Harpe” escaped, and no 
more was heard of him until Oc­ 
tober, 1803. when he appeared in 
Natchez with the 
head 
of 
his 
new master—Samuel 
Mason—to 
claim the reward that had been 
offered for Mason’s capture. 
The great 
manhunt 
for 
the 
Harpes through the territory of 
Natchez and Knoxville had driv­ 
en the outlaws north and 
west. 
The country from Cave-In-Rock 
to New Madrid had become a nest 
of piracy. Red Bank was becom­ 
ing the headquarters for the val­ 
ley outlaws. 
Samuel Mason, a duly commis­ 
sioned Justice of the Peace and 
a highly respected citizen of Red 
Bank, had suddenly turned ban 
dit. His daughter had eloped with 
an underworld character by the 
name of Kuykendall, a bad man 
that had had his ears clipped in 
the East and carried “devil claws” 
in his pockets, with 
which 
he 
stripped the 
flesh 
from 
men’s 
faces. 
Mason wras furious, 
how’ever, 
and with a forced smile that con­ 
cealed his evil intentions, he in­ 
duced the pair to return to his 
home. A party was given in hon­ 
or of the newly-weds, 
and 
all 
Red Bank joined in the celebra­ 
tion. As the party was drawing 
to a close, Kuykendall was shot 
from ambush. Mason and his son 
had disappeared. 
Captain 
John 
Dunn, the only peace officer in 
that section of the country, fol­ 
lowed and was killed 
and 
his 
body left to decay along the road­ 
side. 
For five years, from 1798 
to 
1803, Mason and his men terror­ 
ized the country from Natchez to 
Cave-in-Rock with some of 
the 
most daring robberies that had 
ever been attempted in the valley. 
Kiel boats loaded with merchan- 
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j disc for New Orleans were hail- 
i d to shore by the Masons, 
the 
crew muidered, the merchandise 
j j u ried ashore, and the boat sunk. 
J1 hey specialized in robbing 
the 
; b 
i 
dong the river, however, 
) i they kcj t an eye on Natchez 
Trace, and traders returning from 
New Orleans, that had 
escaped 
them on the 
trip 
down, 
were 
murd n I and their money and 
pi ipertv taken. 
Samuel Mi son, a former m em­ 
ber of 
George 
Clark’s 
"Long 
Knives”, with an excellent rec­ 
ord as a soldier in the 
Revolu­ 
tionary War, had been transform- 
i almost overnight from an hon- 
!■>;, upright, honorable citizen in­ 
to a heartless homicidal maniac 
•hat murdered helpless men, wo­ 
men and children at the slightest 
provocation. 
After three years of slaughter 
along the shores of the Missis­ 
sippi. hr still yearned for the re­ 
spectable life. He 
lived in 
the 
v>p< that he could some day re­ 
turn to civilization and take his 
place among men and live as he 
had in the first fifty-four years 
of hi» life. 
In the fall of 1801, Mason rode 
down to Natchez, where he and 
his son, John, posed as 
retired 
planters. Free spenders and "high 
livers," they made many friends 
in Natchez. However, their days 
were numbered, 
and 
this 
trio 
proved the beginning of the end 
for the Masons. 
While strolling down the street 
>n< day, he was recognized as the 
man who had 
robbed 
Colonel 
Joshua Baker of all his 
horses 
and $2300 in money. Mason and 
hi» son were ti ied and Natchez 
and found guilty of 
the 
Baker 
robbery. They were led out of the 
old log jail of Natchez and given 
thirty-nine lashes each and 
or­ 
dered to leave town. 
The humiliation of the public 
thrashing was more than the old 
man could stand. He returned to 
the old life of murder and rob­ 
bery. and the trail of blood left 
bv the infuriated 
Mason 
from 
Natchez to Little Prairie will for­ 
ever remain as a blot upon the 
civilization of the early days of 
the Mississippi Valley. 
Six months later, on January 
11, 1803, Mason and his men were 
arrested in Little Prairie, 
near 
the present site of Caruthcrsville, 
and after a trial lasting for 
fif­ 
teen days, they were ordered to 
New Orleans in irons, to be tried 
by the Governor General. 
After a voyage . « O w o weeks, 
Don Robert McCoy, cgfilain oi the 
militia of New Madrid arrived in 
New Orleans with "Little Harpe”, 
the four Masons, John 
Mason’s 
wife and three children. 
The high couri 
ordered 
the 
prisoners returned to Natchez to 
be tried by the courts of the Mis­ 
sissippi Territory 
On the return trip, while their 
boat was tied to the river bank 
and most of the crew on shore, 
Mason and his men 
seized 
the 
boat, shot and wounded Captain 
McCoy, and made their escape. 
Six months after their escape, 
"Little Harpe” and a man by the 
name of Mays returned to Natch­ 
ez with Mason’s head rolled in a 
ball of clay, to claim the reward 
that had been offered 
for 
the 
capture of Mason. 
"Little Harpe” was recognized, 
and Mays as the man that was 
with Mason at the time Kuyken­ 
dall was killed. 
After 
a 
short 
trial, they were led to the gal­ 
lows field and hanged. 
Harpe’s 
head was placed on a pole at one 
end of town and that of Mays at 
the other as a warning to outlaws 
that they were not wanted in and 
around Natchez. 
The country west of the Mis- 
iissippi river soon passed into the 
hands of the United States, and 
outlawry ceased to be a profes­ 
sion in the Mississippi Valley.

He attended in 
succession the academy at Cale­ 
donia. Franklin high school in St.

He was graduated in medicine 
it Washington in March, 1888. and 
went soon afterward to Farm ing­ 
ton. After a year he moved to 
Thebces, III., where he remained 
six years. He had been practicing 
in Commerce forty-one years, and 
for thirty years he served as a 
physician for the Frisco railroad. 
Dr. Blackledge is survived by 
his wife, Mrs. Mary Blackledge, 
a daughter, Mrs. Grace Williams 
of St. Louis; a son, Hugh Black­ 
ledge. postmaster at 
Commerce;

A rose, as a token of 
remem­ 
brance for a boy spy who gave 
his 
Ufc 
rather than 
betray his 
unknowing Union informers, will 
bloom soon in yards and gardens 
throughout Arkansas as the of­ 
ficial flower of the Arkansas Cen­ 
tennial Celebration. 
The rattle of musketry and roar 
of artillery are only faded mem­ 
ories in the minds of a few re­ 
maining Confederate soldiers as 
Arkansas looks back with pride 
today on its contributions to the 
Union from which it once seceded. 
But the story of David O. Dodd’s 
unalterable faith in his war-torn 
state will ever remain fresh and 
vivid before young generations as 
the years pass. It is the story of 
a serious-minded youth who held 
steadfast with unflinching cour­ 
age even as the hangman’s noose 
settled about his neck; of a boy 
who chose to die rather than ex­ 
pose friends who 
placed 
their 
faith in him. 
Federal troops held a tight grip 
on Little Rock in the winter of 
1864, when David Dodd was 17 
years old. Born and 
reared 
in 
Pino Bluff, but afterward living 
in Camden, he had 
made 
fre­ 
quent business trips for his fa­ 
ther to Little Rock. Each 
time 
anger smouldered in his heart at 
sight of the blue-clad figures who i 
were to him alien invaders of his 
native soil, and he resented th e ) 
fact that he was too young to 
enter the fight. 


A Chance to Serve His State 


One January day the boy ap­ 
plied for a pass from Gen. J. F. 
Fagan of the Confederate army 
near Camden, which also includ­ 
ed a request to pass him through 
the Federal lines. 
“David, it’s too bad you’re not 
in the army,” the general said as 
he issued the pass. “You know 
this country, and a bright young 
man like you could get us a lot 
of valuable information." 
The words sank 
deeply 
into 
the youth’s soul, for at 
last 
he 
realized how best he might serve 
his cause. On his way through the 
lines he formulated an outlet for 
future action. He resolved to keep 
his eyes open and every sense 
alert. 
During the following days Da­ 
vid made friends 
with 
Federal 
soldiers, and this was not diflcult, 
for he was a likable youth and 
made no secret of the purpose of 
his h ern ess tr’o. Fiom his new 
friends he received 
information 
of value to Confederate forces and 
he carefully noted the 
military 
positions of General Steele’s Fed­ 
eral troops. 


Hiding the papers in his boots 
David started 
home. 
He 
was 
granted a pass through the Fed­ 
eral lines for his return trip, but, 
as was the custom, he had to give 
it up at the first point of contact. 


The Capture of the Boy Spy 


Near a residence on 
the 
Hot 
Springs pike just west of Little 
Rock, David Dodd tvaa stopped by 
a detachment of Union 
soldiers 
who became suspicious when the 
boy could not produce a pass. He 
was hastily searched and the pa­ 
pers so damgaing to the Federals 
were found in one of his boots. 
Under heavy guard the youth 
was returned to Little Rock. He 
was swiftly court-martialed as a 
spy and sentenced to be hnaged. 
Repeatedly David was offered his 
liberty if he would disclose the 
source of his information. There 
is reason to believe that the Fed­ 
eral commander was loath to send 
the brave boy to his death. But 
the rules of that bitter war were 
inflexible. 
In he few remaining days Gen­ 
eral Steele visited the 
prisoner 
several times. At last he. too, beg­ 
ged David to accept liberty at the 
price set. But David 
O. 
Dodd, 
young as he was, was made of 
stern material. He scorned the of­ 
fer, which he

would 
have 
placed a lasting stigma 
on

name. 
On a cold, gray January morn« 
! mg in the early hours 
he 
was 
j hanged as a spy on the grounds 
I of the old St. John’s college be- 
j tween College and Welch in Lit- 
j tie Rock.
